QUEEN ELIZABETH AND THE ROMAN 
CATHOLIC CHURCH. 


Dr. Meyer's book is one of the most 
important that we have read on Eliza- 
bethan geligious history. It is espe- 
cjally valuable from the fact that the 
author has made extensive use of the 
Vatican archives. He knows the printed 
matter as well as he knows the unprinted : 
for example, there is a reference to Dr. 
Carleton’s book on the part which the ver- 
sion of Rheims has played in making the 
fine translation of the Bible with which we 
are all so familiar. The author does not 
make the mistake that is so common in the 
ha historieal book. He knows that 
the rmation would have happened had 
Henry VIII. never looked into the 
black eyes of Anne Boleyn. He discrimi- 
nates accurately between cause and occa- 
sion. The occasion of the Reformation 
was the masterful will of Henry VIII., 
but the cause lay far deeper. Dr. Meyer 
is careful to point out that Elizabeth 
never claimed to be “Supreme Head"’ of 
the Church of England. Article 37 puts 
the whole matter so wisely that we quote 
it: “ We give not our Princes the minis- 
tering either of God's Word, or of the Sac- 
raments, the which thing the Injunctions 
also lately set forth by Elizabeth our 
Queen do most plainly testify; but that 
only prerogative, which we see to have 
been given always to godly Princes in holy 
Scriptures by God Himself; that is, that 
they should rule all states and degrees 
committed to their charge by God, whether 
they be Ecclesiastical or Temporal, and re- 
strain with the civil sword the stubborn 
and evildoers.”’ 

The whole trouble with the Roman 
Catholics lay in the fact that they owed a 
double allegiance. The Pope in the six- 
teenth cenfury was a secular sovereign as 
much as he was the head of a great 
Church. — Te this day the Pope, when 
elected, never leaves the Vatican as a pro- 
test that the Italians took from him his 

rincipalities. The allowance that the 
italian Governmient made the Pope for his 
Papal States has never been claimed. At 
the end of the sixteenth century this ques- 
tion of allegiance assumed an acute form. 
We can partes bine it home to ourselves 
by realisin t Germans, even when na- 
turalised, still have a far stronger tie with 
the “Fatherland” than they have with 
their adopted country. Gregory XIII. 
took part in the plots formed against 
Queen Elizabeth. At the trials of those 
days the following questions were pui:— 
Ms Did the Roman Catholic acknowledge 
Elizabeth as his lawful Queen?” “Did he 
believe the Pope could excommunicate and 
depose the Queen?” This question often 
took the form: “Was Elizabeth's excom- 
munication: valid, or had Pius V. Acted 
wrongly therein?’ After 1580 a third in- 


xi was often added: “In the event of.a | 


atholic invasion which side would the ac- 
cused take, the Queen’s or the Pope's?” 
No strict Roman Catholic could acknow- 
ledge Elizabeth as his lawful Queen. As 
to the validity of her excommunication he 
answered ei evasively or not at all. 
That the State’s attitude to the Roman 
Catholic was intelligible on political 
ounds the eyidence furnished by Dr. 
eyer leaves no room for doubt.

_ This study of “International Relations” 
is written by a set of men who know a 
great deal about their subject. The tone 
of the essays is decidedly “liberal.” For 
example, Mr. A. Greenwood discourses on 
international relations dnd the growth «f 
freedom, and in his essay we meet with tho 
following statement:—“Many of the 
wars of modern times have been primari!y 
wars of liberation, though even now there 
are millions of people in Europe deprived 
of the national avenue to freedom. Poland, 
Alsace-Lorraine, Schleswig, aoe egret 
Hungary, Bohemia, Finland, and Ireland 
need but to be mentioned.” This sort of 
sentiment is a staple with a certain class 
of Liberal writer, and we can assure Mr. 
Greenwood that we warmly repudiate the 
rank into which he puts our count It

The Irish Situation. 


In the House of Commons, on Monday 
next, Mr. Dillon will move for a 
statement of the Goverament s plans for 
the conduct of Irish affairs during the 
period of the war, and the Prime 
Minister's reply must contain something 
more concrete than pious aspirations. At 
the present moment we have no constitu- 
tional government in Ireland. The country 
is still under martial law, and .General 
Sir Joh Maxwell is the cheerful and un- 
assuming arbiter of all our destinies. We 
are quite sure that Ireland, as a whole, 
is perfectly satisfied with the existing 
state of things, and would accept its in- 
definite continuance with equanimity ; 
but its indefinite continuance is, neverthe- 
less, impossible. We must expect, there- 
fore, that. on’ Monday Mr. Asquith will 
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| element by shouting “ coercion ”’ 


if it 


thoroughly aware of the necessity of 
governing Ireland without fear or favour. 
He must be armed with all the legal and 
military resources which the exigencies of 
the situation demand. The Marquis of 
Lansdowne announged recently in the 
House of Lords the measures which the 
Cabinet then had in mind for the ad- 


ministration of Ireland during the war 


period. We must assume that these 
measures are still an integral part of the 
Government's Irish policy. 

The Nationalist Party mistook utterly 
the wishes of its constituents in the matter 
of partition. It seems to be about to 
make another big mistake in regard to the 
immediate government of Ireland. Mr. 
Dillon's motion is, obviously, a sort of 
challenge to the Cabinet. He says, in effect : 
“ You have refused to give us the partition 
scheme. Now produce your own scheme, 
and let us see how it will work without 
our® help.” Tiflis is not all, for Mr. 
Dillon’s recent speeches imply that the 
Nationalist Party will meet the Govern- 
ment’s new plans with at least a passive 
resistance. He has denounced Lord 
Lansdowne’s outline of the © Govern- 
ment’s proposals for . securing order 
as a forecast of “coercion.” We 
are convinced that, if Mr. Dillon thinks 
that this word retains its old power to stir 
angry passions in Ireland, he is entirely 
wrong. At this moment the farmers 
and traders of Ireland, the decent Nation- 
alist townsmen whose sons are fighting in 
France, want all the peace and quiet that 
they can get. They have no illusions 
about the intentions of the disloyal 
minority or about the results of further 
disturbances. They are ready to accept 
with inward, if not with public, satisfac- 
tion any measures which will ensure order 
and good government, and will cure that 
pernicious paralysis with which all the 
processes of the law were smitten during 
Mr. Birrell’s Chief Secretaryship. There is a 
danger that, if Mr; Dillon has his way, 
his party may embark on a futile, mis- 
ch'evous, and irritating’ policy of pin- 
pricks, and may lese whatever dignity and 
power for good remains with it after 
its late débacle. The Nationalist Party 
can do no serious harm to the Coalition 
Government because it dares nat face 
the consequences of a general election. It 
knows that, if we had a general election 
to-morrow, at least eighty per cent. of its 
own members would lose their seats for 
ever. At the worst, it can only put itself 
into a sort of half-hearted opposition to 
the Government. It can waste the time 
of the House of Commons. It can re- 
sist necessary measures for the peace of 
Ireland. It can encourage the seditious 
at every 
step. It can alienate more effectively 
than ever the best Nationalist opinion in 
Ireland—and it will be missing the last 
opportunity that it is likely to get 
from the country. 

The Bishop of Ossory—we quote him 
again, for his whole speech was that of a 
wise man and a patriot—said that “there 
is a great and growing body of Irish 
opinion which wants internal peace and 
deprecates perpetual discord.” That body 
of opinica has its opportunity to-day, 
can persuade its leaders to 
give it a real “led.” The parti- 
tion scheme has broken down, but the 
Home Rule Act is on the Statute Book. 
At the end of the war Irish affairs will 
be submitted to an Imperial Conference, 
and the dismal! story of our secular quarrel 
will be recited before that great and high 
tribunal. One or two, or perhaps three, 
years will pass before the Conference can 
be held. Can we do nothing in the 
interval to set our house in order? We 
are convinced that, if a spirit of 
reason prevails on all sides, we can 
do a great deal. When the new Chief 
Secretary has got his work well in hand 
and all the sanctions of law and order 
have been restored, the time will surely 
have come for an Irish rapprochement. 
Of course, there can be no rapprochement 
if the Nationalist Party tries to pull up 
the foundations of peace as fast as the 
Government lays them down, and this is 
the reason of our urgent warning to Mr. 
Redmond. If, however, Mr. Asquith 
says on Monday, “The Cabinet, insist- 
ing on certain elementary conditions in 
the control of Irish affairs, invites both 
Irish parties to help it in the temporary 
government of Ireland,” and, if this in- 
vitation is accepted, the next two or three 


years may be among the most interesting, . 


hopeful, and fruitful years in our whole 
national history. We are not now ad- 
vocating any plan—any Advisory Council 
or Executive Committee. We are merely 
suggesting the coming together of Sir 
Edward Carson, Mr. Redmond, and other 
leading Irishmen on a basis of good-will. 
There would be plenty of work for them 
to do, even if their co-operation with the 
Executive Government should be limited 
to the giving of advice. Of course, their com. 
munion would be without prejudice. to 
either party s position after the war. yet 
it might well become the prelude to a 
real and permanent settlement. The 
lions in Christian’s path vanished when he 
facetl them boldly. Co-operation between 
Unionist and Nationalist during the next 
year or two might at least enable us to 
face, with new hope and courage, our own 
lions at the gateway of the Imperial Con- 
ference. 


Captain Fryatt. 


Not since the execution of Nurse Cavell 
has Germany put to the credit of her 
dirty hands a crime so foul as the murder 
of Captain Charles Fryatt. Indeed, 
the case is almost worse; for Nurse Cavell 
had committed an offence against the 
laws of war in assisting prisoners to 
escape, and, though every instinct of 
humanity and chivalry protested against 
their action, the Germans were technically 
within their rights in exacting from her 
the extreme penalty. Captain Fryatt 
had committed no offence against the laws 
of war, and his execution is sheer murder. 
He was the master of the Great 
Eastern Railway Company's steamer 
Brussels, plying between England and 
Holland. On March 28th he encountered 
a German submarine in the North Sea, 
te by 2 mg ÓS to ram her, compelled 

her to submerge, and escaped her attack.

It is the best established law of sea war- 
fare that a merchantman is entitled to 
engage an enemy vessel which proposes 
to capture her. She is still better en- 
titled to use her helm or her guns to 
frustrate the attack of an enemy warship 
when her master has every reason to 
expect, as he has reason to expect when 
he encounters a German submarine, that 
tha choice before him is not escape or cap- 
ture, but-escape or destruction. The murder 
of Captain Fryatt, we know well, will not 
daunt the gallant masters of our mercan- 
tile marine. He will not go unavenged. 
The reckoning against Germany mounts 
ever higher. The time will come when 
the “ blonde beasts"’ who have added this 
butchery to crimes without a name will 
lie at the mercy of the avenging Allies, 
and on that day the reckoning will be 
paid in full. 


The Petro] Supply. 


A remarkable gathering took place in 
London yésterday. For the first time re- 


connected with motoring, whether for 
pleasure or for profit, met to take con- 
certed action. They were brought to- 
gether, of course, by the petrol crisis. It 
was unanimously agreed that they should, 
offer assistance to the Petrol Control Com- 
mittee in carrying out the Government's 
petrol distribution scheme, and should 
make such representations from their com- 
birled experience as would enable the 
scheme to work fairly and smoothly for all 
concerned. Of assistance of the kind the 
Petrol Control Committee appears to have 
great need. No patriotic person questions 
the necessity for the most drastic re 
strictions upon the consumption of motor 
fuel. The Motor has just informed us, 
for instance, that the British advance 
north of the Somme has increased the 
petrol consumption of the Army at the 
front by a million gallons a week. It 
gives as an example of the need of petrol 
for the advance the fact that the huge 
“caterpillar” tractors which are used 
for hauling up the big guns with every 
forward movement consume a gallon of 
petrol per mile. That is only one item, 
and an almost insignificant one by 
comparison with the enormous demands 
of the transport and air services. While 
nobody denies that military and naval 
needs must be amply supplied at all cost, 
however, the public has a right to ask 
that what remains for ith use shall be 
equitably distributed. That is not being 
done at present. We have heard of cases 
in Ireland where persons engaged on 
amulance or munition work of the highest 
national importance are denied enough 
petrol to maintain their cars for 
these services, while an excessive allot- 
ment is made for work of not the 
smallest public value. We hope that yes- 
terday’s meeting will have the effect of 
remedying this most unsatisfactory state 
of affairs. 


Sphagnum Moss. 


We dare say that a good*many of our 
readers who are about to take a holiday 
have an unhappy feeling that, however 
much their health may need it, this is 
no time for holiday-making. It may 
be both consoling and useful, therefore, 
to remind those who are going into the 
neighbourhood of bog country that they 
have an opportunity of “cafrying on” 
while they are holidaying. They can do 
so by gathering the sphagnum, or bog moss, 
which is being largely used in the place 
of cotton wool for surgical dressings. It 
is ready for use when simply packed be- 
tween gauze, and is invaluable on acccunt 
of its great absorbent properties. 
Sphagnum is a bog moss which is to be 
fouhd in most mountainous or moorland 
districts throughout the United Kingdom, 
and, in particular, is to be found exten- 
sively in the West of Ireland. There is no 
difficulty about identifying it. Several 
kinds of bog moss are common, of very 
varying colours. Sphagnum in all cases 
grows with its stem crowded closely. to- 
gether, often forming something like a 
cushion. The moss will be gratefully re- 
ceived at any Red Cross dépét, and holi- 
day-making readers who have the oppor- 
tunity will at once ease their conscience 
and do their country a service by collect- 
ipg wb.

To the north of Chaulmes an enemy at- 
tempt against one of our trenches near 
Lihons was repulsed by rifle fire. 
In Champagne, in the district of 
Auberive, a reconnaissance carried out by 
the Russian troops penetrated into the 
enemy's trench, which was cleared with 
grenades. The Russians brought back 
some prisoners. 

On the right bank of the Meuse a Ger- 
man attack which was about to debouch 
upon our positions west of Thiaumont 
Work was completely stopped by the heavy 
fire of our batteries.

On Thursday, at Bruges, before the court- 
martial of the Marine Corps, the trial took 
place of Captain Charles Fryatt, of the British 
steamer Brussels, which was brought in as a 
Wa The accused was condemned to death 

cause, although he was not a member of a 
combatant force, he made an attempt, on the 
afternoon of March 28th, to ram the German 
submarine U 33 near Maas Lightship. The ac- 
cused, as well as the first officer and the chief 
engineer of the stearher, received at the time 
from the Rritish Admiralty a gold watch as a 
reward for his brave conduct on that occasion, 
and his action was mentioned with praise in 
the House of Commons. .On the occasion in 
question, disregarding the U boat's signal to 
stop and show his national flag, he turned at a 
critical moment at high speed on the sub- 
marine, which escaped the steamer by a few 
metres only by immediately diving. He con- 
fessed that in so doing he had acted in accord- 
ance with the instructions of the Admiralty. 
The sentence was confirmed yesterday (Thurs- 
day) afternoon, and carried out by shooting.

LATEST GERMAN METHODS 
IN OCCUPIED TERRITORY, 


The Times Paris Correspondent says :—The 
French Government is preparing an official 
publication dealing with the fresh crimes of 
German methods in the occupied territory of 
France. There is abundant evidence to show 
that for some weeks past the able-bodied popu- 
lation in the North of France—I, at any rate, 
can pov vouch as to the inhabitants in 
the big northern towns of Lille, Roubaix, and 
Touchoing—has been subjected to an abomin- 
able form of Press Gang. Young girls and 
boys, and their parents, have been separated 
under the menace of death by bayonet, and 
transported to German labour colonies. 
Vigorous protests of civil and religious authori- 
ties have been treated with complete indiffer- 
ence, or answered by an aggravation of the 
offence by fresh outrages. The French Govern- 
ment publication, which reveals details of these 
crimes, while showing to neutrals that Ger- 
many is still unchanged, will also enormously 
strengthen feeilng in France that the peace | 
treaty must not.ignore such proceedings. The 
method adopted by the Germans was simple, 
and marks an advance in their cruelty. The 
Press Gang operated by district, and by night, 
and there was no preliminary warning. A gang 
of soldiers marched with fixed bayonets, accom- 
panied with machine guns, into a quarter of 
the town at three in the morning. Then, after 
giving notice, varying from an four to ten 
minutes, carried off those chosen by the officer 
to an unknown destination. In these tragic 
processions, which were headed by German mili- 
tary bands, girls of good family were obliged to 
march shoulder to shoulder with prostitutes, 
and boys*of fourteen with old men. There has 
been nothing so shameful or so glorious. 


THE BATTLE OF “ DEVILS’

England 
has at last been awakened to the realisation of 
this fact, and when history comes to be written 
I believe it will be found that it was the difis 
culty of combinjng the En mg required in 
the interests of Imperial defence with the ap- 
pearance of Irish autonomy that had as much 
as anything to do with the failure of the 
‘settlement’ scheme. But this is a difficulty 
due not to any wilfulness on the part of Great 
Britain; it is one inherent in the circumstances 
of the case. And it is no usé for Irishmen to 
quarrel with their place on the map; the fact 
that Ireland stands between England and the 
Atlantic imposes upon Ireland certain limita- 
tions which it may regret,-but which it cannot 

escape. Of the so-called ‘ settlement pro- 
posals, it is not my business to say much. No 
well-wisher of Ireland could do anything bet 
regret the failure of any plan that offered 
reasonable promise of peace and justice to our 
country. But could one reasonably hope for 4 
n are patient of 
constructions varying according to the political 
standpoint of those to whom they are made, 
proposals the agreement issuing from which 
oceupies an area so narrow and so debatable 
that to draft it is to dissolve it? (Hear, hear.) 
No; a settlement must rest on something more 
substantial than an ambiguous phrase. (Hear, 
hear.) But even if this settlement has not 


| proved practicable, I do not think we are en- 


titled to argue that no settlement is practic- 
able. There is a great and growing body of 
Irish opinion’ which wants internal peace and 
deprecates perpetual discord. (Hear, hear.) 
Any settlement that is to be arrived at must 
seek to settle Ireland, and it is in Ireland that 
its reality and its adequacy must be tested. Is 
it not, then, only logical that those who are to 
live under a settlement, and who will be 
mainly responsible for its success or failure, 
should have a voice and a hand in determining 
the nature of the settlement? (Applause.) The 
plan of getting Irishmen of different sections 
who are not politicians to understand one 
another’s point of view still remains to be 
triedit is coming to be more and more plain 
that the politicians of this country do not repre- 
the views of their countrymen.
